Hiicc and Work. 



Wo woiidtir what it i.s tliat imparts 
tho curious <|u;ilitv of iMiliistry to au y 
ptiOi'.lc. Ni) iuiifiifil i^xi'iipi tlic bofvvor 
has it, ami no iu:iii in ihi; totally uuciv- 
ilizod antl iherol'oro pro.suiuablv uaiu- 
ral condition. ■ Tho popular English 
view tliat it ia soiuehow inhorout in 
raco, that black muii are vury la-ZN'. 
brown men la/.y.ynllow iiu'ii tiilhur lazy, 
ami while iiuiu la/.yish, whilo tliu Hri- 
glLshiuaii alono loves work fur ilsi^lf, is 

alpably untniu. KiiM;ii=hini'ii, to bo- 
gin with are uot the most iiulustrioua 
of the wUlto ruiiu. The Belgian peas- 
aulry, most of tlio French poasnntry, 
anil SOUK) of lliu I'ni.s.sian peasantry, 
beat tlieni all liullnw in tlic [mwur of 
per.sislonU mouoloimu.s, lonj^; cuutiniu'tl 
application to ili-sai^rocablo work. Tlun' 
labor, tako Uaiui all around, throo 
hours in the ilay longor than tho average 
Englishmen.^^jvhp, indeed, are rathor 
fierce woflcersT po.sses.sed of a special 
eneriry, than industrious meu. 

The Knirlish can ^ret cinaiitities of 
■work, ami ofoud work, doiiii; but Ihoy 
will only \voi'k six days in scvon, they 
try hard tu f^ot aiioUicr dfvy in uach 
week, and do irot half of one, ami tliisy 
are savagely irritablo about loner huur.s 
which coatineutals bear quite placidly. 
When thoj can they litfhtfor a day last- 
ing from 10 to 4; and when thoy cannot 
they will strike rathor than bear two 
unusual hours a wcuk. Wo n;riiatly 
doubt if lOnglisli laborers would toil for 
any wages for fiftiieii hours a day, a.s 
tho AaVorfruaUs do, and are quite suro 
they wotild kill somebody if "forced to 
worii fourteen hours in stilling dens, as 
the aillt throwers of nortfa«Si'p Italy arc. 
Indeed, they shirk some trades because 
tho work is too hard, and thoy havu 
not only not got u monopoly in their 
own bakcrioa auel .sugar rolinorics but 
no fair share in cither of them. 'J'ho 
Englishman's idea of rising in life, iu- 
deed, is to be free of heavy work, and 
ho shares the fotdiiig of the Lowland 
Scotcli, who, as a groat American em- 
ployer of labor testiliod before a com- 
inittot! of llui Mouse of Commons, are, 
as laborers in the Unitod States, of no 
Mse at all. Thoy all become masters in 
two yiiiirs. 

As to the yellow races, which ought 
to be just lazier than Europeans, thoy 
boat them allogolhor. W'e suppose 
there are indolmit ("hiiioso, but the iin- 
meiisii majority of that v;isl people 
liave an iiucqualled power fur work; 
care i^othing about hours, and, ua long 
as thO^ ai*'o'3)aid, will go on with a dog- 
god, Bt6|idj''persisteuco in toil for si.K- 
toea hoilrd a day, such as no Kurojtoan 
can rival. 'No English ship carjjontor 
will work like si Chinese, no laundries 
will wasli :iH UKiiiy clothes, and a Chi- 
nese coinj)ositor would very soon be ox- 
poUod for overtoil by an English 
"chapel" of the trade. The Chinese 
peasants and boatmen work all d.'iy 
and every day; Undrin fact, but for un- 
tiring industry, tiie olosely-packeii 
mas.ses of C'liina could not bo sustained 
as tliey aru hy anilicial irrigaliou. Of 
the brown races tho Arabs generally 
profor-abstoTidousnoss carried to a star- 
atioa'tibltlli to continifoiVs labor; but the 
most numoroua brown pepjjlu, the Ju- 
dianSTTiiBBr unrclaxi ngly'so ven ty- s e v e u 
hours a week. They arn often called 
hi/.y by unobservant Europeans, bo- 
causo they ei.joy the cool of the eveii- 
iiiir; but they go to work before ■! in the 
morning and work on till IS, and only 
eat once during the sulight, tho second 
meal being taken after dark. 

They take, too, no weekly holiday. 
The result, in fact, proves their indus- 
try. Thoy keep up a syslom of agri- 
culture, singularly toilsome, becauHo it 
involves irrigation, raise often three 
crops, and fihvays two in the year, and 
have covered India witli trrftnil cities 
which they built for themselves. As 
they fold thidr climate, though loss than 
Europeans do, their labor is severe, and 
we should say deliberately, after tho 
observaiion of years, .that lludr indus- 
trial fault was, when laboring for 
tlierasolve.s, a disjiosition to do too 
much on insptllciunt food. Thoy wear 
themselves ,p.iiC/tpo early. Tiioy know 
this ihonjsolves, and liavo a tendency 
to refuse ovcrtimo and reject pay for it 
which is often anuoyinu-. Of course, 
itho savage, brown race will not work 
continually, but noithur will the s'.ivage 
white ones, tho mufin whites of tho 
Southern S.tate.s; but they both will 
fuako iuoruiliblo exertions by lits and 



■ oiitis.'nrij'lii'i i-.xdinpre, in nnniiug lUia 
rowing very long dislunees. 

.The black races are the tnost varied 
in this respect to industry, but even 
among them-tlie roadiness-to toil hard 
's far from wanting. Tlio slave-own- 
ers always thought their negroes luzy, 
but tliea their Atrrtwes vrtirb stolen, and 
no man works well withont'7)!iy, or for 
pay which is insecure. The pure 
negroes of the .Stiiidiui who enter Brit- 
ish steamers as stokers work at their 
cj-uol labor as Englishmen will not, 
and the Times of last week tell us that 
the negroes are the best laborers on 
tho Panama Canal. Tliey oven got 
jeiilous of the excavating machines, 
oU'ered to heat tiio obno.xious inani- 
mjites, and when iieruiitted boat tliom, 
doini; the work as well and more 
qiiiekly. In the Southern .Stales when 
reijiilarh' paid, ni'irriies work harder 
tlian tliey did :is .slave's, and in the West 
Indies, when workini;' for themselves, 
thoy riase all llie food they rei|uiro 
and maintain their own aged and sick. 

Tho Austrian blacks, it is truo, will 
not work continuously, but that is be- 
cause they are black, s;iv:ii^es having 
apparently the inaljilily to work which 
animals display. AVe work hursus, 
cattle and asses coutiiuiously, not to 
say cniollyv : but. left to himself, no 
aninml but a beaver voluntarily works. 
He wiU o.^ert, himself, wimu hungry to 
liunt for many hours together under 
most pninliil circni!i=;ta7ices--tlui.s, for 
inslanee, beini;- kiiuwii to swim ex- 
traordinary distaiui.'S; but, the . food 
onco obtaittddv the wild -'animal hates 
oven to move till torineiited by hunger 
again. Savages, too, have slaves in 
the shape of wive.H, and, having no 
srruples, thoy make tliom do all tho 
work as eyiycally as do some classes 
of the ■ Fro&ch bourgooiso. — Loiiilon 
Sjicclulor. 

Hpaltlirul .Slimmer Sport, 



"What do you think is the mo.st, 
healthful of all thi- summer sports?" 
askeil :i New Yoi-k Juunml reporter of 
an elderiy pliysieian liie other day. 

"Swininiin::-, ol eoiii'se," be said 
promptly. " It is u.sefiii, cleansing, 
healthful, and very enjoyable. What 
more would you iisk?" 

•'But tlioi'fi are niauY who do not; 
know how to swim and who are not 
able to pay for a leaelier." saiil the re-' 
porter. ' 

"That is all iioasen.so. my friemi," 
said tiie pliysieian. "Anyone living 
in this city c^in Iciirii how with an out-, 
lay of 50 cents for a bathing suit. I'm; 
speaking more part icuhirly of tho wo-' 
men and girls. Most of tin; boys know 
how, and if they do not ought to bo- 
ashamed. But girls tlo not, as a rule, 
although I would wairer that nine out 
of every ten would like to. Now, tho 
free baths are very nice aud cle:in, and 
patronized by a gootl class of women. 
The water is from three and a half to 
four feet hin;h, the place is bettofthau 
a beeeli, for among tlieir own sex wo- 
vaifO. should not mind awkwardness, 
aud there are always good ."wimmers 
jireseot to learn from. 

"Tho way to go about it? Well, in 
the lirst place, there is the balliing 
suit, wiucli should bo made of some 
light cotton material. One pitfco, com- 
bining blouse and trousers, is all that 
is reipiiied. The gafinents should 
lijivo short sli'i'Ves, and lie cut riilher 
low in the neck. .\ itioail band 
attached to a rope a yanl long is nec- 
essary to fasten about the body, h'irst, 
the swimming scholar must learn tho 
motion thoroughly, observe the move- 
ments of an expert swiiunuir, then 
pr;ieliee tiiein in ymif nimii until you 
liave them ]iL'rfi-ijt Iv. 'I'lie mux einrlits 
should be iluni,' ve'iy slowly at first. 
Luarn the li;uul ninvenient by folding 
tile hands palm to palm, bringing 
them up to the chest, parting the 
wilier Willi tiiem sllll closed, then 
tinning the palms outward and push- 
iug the water liark. U this movement 
is praetieed several limes Iji'lore going 
into the water, swiinmiug will comu 
much easier. 

"'J'wo going together may bo of 
great service in teaidiibg one another. 
.Strap the banil mentioned above about 
the conttir of tho body; so iis the ropo 
will come in the center of the b;tek; 
then let one hold tiie loiie as a sui)])ort 
while tiie other learns tin,' motions. A 
tlozen lessons should be siillielenl, but 
it is •very necessary to watch a good 
awimmer. Tho strokes siiould be long 
and steady, made with a slow, even 
movement. i 

"Uo not attempt diving without a 
teacher, as it. is injurious if not done 
properly. 

"ll you balhe often, ])iit .a little soft 
raw cotlon in iiacli ear. Salt water 
going frequently into the ear injures 
tho ear-drum. 

"Do not bathe directly after a hearty 
meal. , You may eat as S(;on after a 
bath as yon feel the liesiri;. 

"Never go beyond your depth or 
where there! is a strong undercurrent. 
Even the best of swimmers is gone if 
ho 1.4 taken with a cramp; 

'•Yoni may stay in the . water until 
your linger *"js biigiu to wrinkle; then 
go nut imr .lately. 

"Wet llio head lirst, thou tlie whole 
buily fit one plunge, otherwise chills 
may ensue. 

"Tour a bucket of fresh water over 
tho iiair after coming out, so as to re- 
move |,he salt, which hurts the hair. 

"Tlioa if you aren't healthier and 
stronger, 1 don't know what will make 
you so."

THE NEW EGYPTIAN DIFFI- 
CVLTY. 

■ The Egyptian confuronce, from wliicli 
80 much was expoctod, has come to a dis- 
astrous end. Tlie rupreaontiitivus of tho 
powers have hopolesaly diaayriied, and t\w 
oonferenco Ima buun abandi)ised. Tlie 
Anglo-French agrconiont, whicti was tho 
subject of ao nuich negotiation, hus buoii 
broken tlirouyh, and those two countries 
are discovered to bu completely opposed 
on the Egyptian policy. It seems as if 
the national enmity botwcen England and 
France is never to die out. It slunibura 
for a while, and all ditiorencea seem to 
have been reconciled; but sooner or later 
the old feelings awake, and tho two coun- 
tries are shown to be in their natural 
poailion of aiii;i:;oni3ni. Tho elaborate 
preparations that wore unido for this con- 
ference by Franco and England wore 
rendered nocoesary by the niulual joal- 
ouay with which every movement is re- 
garded. But the su-callod iigreeniunt has 
proved utterly useless, and on the qui's- 
tion of new linancial arrangonuints for 
Egypt tho confei-L'iice lia.s aplit. 'I'llu 
French think tliat Knglaml olaiuis loo 
much power and ignoi us tho special rights 
of France in i^gypt. .Some of the Paris 
papers go so far aa to i)rediol aoi ioua 
trouble between the two countrie-s, but it 
is not likely that the peace of Kui upe will 
be broken upon this i|ue3tion. Tho 
roaignation of WaddinL'ttm, slu uld it oc- 
cur, will be a serious blow to the good 
feeling which was .toppoaed to have 
grown up botwoon Englanil and Franco 
in the last twenty-five years. Sjioaking 
of Waddiugton, one is romindi il thut ho 
is the son of an Englishnnin and nopliow 
of the late Alfred Waddiugton, wlioao 
name is indelibly inipro.saod on the history 
of British Coluuibui during the gold- 
hunting era, and who later flijured aa the 
projector of an overland raihvay via Hi;to 
Inlet.

The defenao seuniod to lay stress 
on the fact that tho ruvonuu stamp had 
upon it only tho rovoiiuo numbui- of the 
factory that manufacture that particular 
cigar and that Mr. Jones was a hotel 
keeper and not a manufacturer of cigars.

Burning^ of tiic Pennsylvania 
Central Depot at Jersey 
City. 

Nkw York, Aug. 4. — The Ponnsylvaiiia 
Central Railroad tlepot ia in a blazo and 
seems to be doomed. 

10:46 p, m. — Tho fire at the Peniiayl- 
vania railroad depot in Jersey City ia 
spreading and the Iieat is so great that 
tho lircmoii and eiiiployea are prevented 
from aaviiig anything on shore, while the 
crews of the tugboats cannot get near to 
tow out tho ferryboata and these niuat go 
in tho general destruction. The depot 
piers are also burning and this involves a 
loss of all the freight and cars upon them. 
The wind is liuht but sufhciont to give the 
Qre .-1 northerly direction. The loss will 
bo heavy. 

12.30 a. m. — The Ponnaylvania railroad 
depot and ferry houses are destroyed. The 
Haines, however, burn furiously yet and 
have attacked tlio Adams Express Co. 'a 
pier. That portion nearest to thu shore 
ia on fire. The Greuion are laborint; hard 
to save it, but fear the shed which covers 
it will carry the flames through its length 
and breadth. The entire tiro department 
of JeraeyCity is at work pouring water up- 
on the flaraea, while the river boats are 
contributing a number of heavy atroania. 
The Pennsylvania railroad depot and ferry 
houses being of wood aud slocked with 
every sort of combustible material the 
tliimoR made sure and rapid work, mocking 
the company's tiro department, an orgau- 
i/atioii of employes, and defying the lab- 
ors of tho city lire department whilo there 
waa a stick of wood standing for thu tlaiuus 
to feed on. 

One tt'clock — Tho tire was caused by an 
explosion of gas in the ferry entrance. 
The Qanies spread rapidly to tho forry 
steps aud the railroad depot. Taylor's 
hotel IS saved thus far by a favcu'ing 
wind. The Brooklyn annex slips and four 
ferry slips and tho railroad and terry 
offices, with tho waiting rooms, are burned. 
The flames aro advancing upon the main 
depot.

FATIGUE or THE EYE. ; 

Some Fallacies Corrc< (4>«I Kvla- 
tlvc tu Iluiuau Visioii. 

Persons sjjL'ak of their e\-i;s being fa- 
tigued, lie .said, ineaiiiiig Lliercby that 
the .seeing portion of the brain i.s 
fatigued, but in that they are mistaken. 
So men say their brains are tired. 
Brains seldom become tired. The re- 
tina of the ove, which is part of the 
brain aiul ;ui ollshoot from it, hardly 
t3ver i.s tired. 'I'lio fiUiguo i.s in tho 
inner and outi^r uuisclo of accomuioilii- 
tioii. The eyeball, resting in a bod of 
fat, liiis attached to it six luuscles for 
turning it in any desired direction, and 
tht; musclu iittaulied to the aide nearest 
thu nose and one at the outer angle of 
tho uyo should, in every normal eye, 
bo balanct-d. 'i'lioy aro used in con- 
verging the (ive on the object to be 
viewed, aud the iniior iiui,scl(!.4 are used 
the tnoro when thu object ia tho near- 
er. The muscle ot aceoiumodation is 
one which aurround.s the lens of the 
i\vo. WhiMi it IS wantL'd to grtzi3 at 
object.s near at liaiul tlii.s muscle re- 
laxe.s and allow.s tin.' Ions to tliickou, 
increasing its refractive powiir at the 
same time that tho inuscle.s on the in- 
ner or nasal side of the eye contract 
and direct the eyes to the point gazed at. 
It is in these nmscle.s that tho fatigue 
is felt, and one tind.s relief in closing 
the eyes or in ga/.iiiy at ohjecta at a 
diatiuice. The chief source of fatigue 
i.s the lack of balance in the two sets of 
inner and outer muscles of accomuioda- 
liuii. it may ho set down that there 
is something wrong wlimi the t^ye be- 
comes fatigued. The defi ciive eye, as 
it gives out sooner, w rosily safer from 
severe strains. The usual iiidicrit ion 
of strain is h redness of tlie rim of thu 
eyelid, belokening a congested state of 
the inner surface, accompanied by 
some pain. When it is shown that 
the eye is not equal to the work re 
([uired of it, the proper remedy i.s not 
rest, for that is fatal to its strength, 
but the use of glasses of sufiicioiit pow- 
er to reiiilcr unnece.isurv so much 
ellbrt in acconunodaLing the eye to the 
vision. It is not good sense to waate 
time in resting the eye, and that prac- 
ri,-<. does not ;!trcn^liu;u ii. 

h'yes begin to aL'u at about the tenth 
or twelfth year of life, wlien they have 
reaclieii their full developeineiit. At 
the age of forty-five or fifty years the 
lenses cease to thicken, when then pres- 
sure is removed and the pres- 
byii.'piu, or old sight, begins. When a 
child is compelled to use or requires 
the use of glasses there is little reason 
to hope lliat it will outgrow the need, 
but ajper.son will use theae glasses as a 
basis, adding other glas.ses when he 
reaches the age when old sights begins, 
or using thicker glasses. Dr. Seely, 
however, mentioned one case he had 
observed ivero a child had outgrown 
the need of glasses, but in the luean- 
tiuie he had grown from a small and 
puny child to a large and well devel- 
0[)ed man. 

Second sight, or the apparent recov- 
ery of strength of vision, which is some- 
times seen in the iiged, the lecturer ex- 
plained as a oiiaiige, an oloiigntiou, ia 
the shape of tho eyeball by wliicli the 
]iorson bei'aini^ nearsi^litetl, accompan- 
ied by a change in the lens caused by 
the app(!arance of cataract. — Zectora 
hj Dr. W. W. Si'dy.

The inen.ice of an Australian re- 
volt on the New tiuiiiea question was the 
real cause that produced tho meeting, and 
this will doubtleaa aerve to keep tho atten- 
tion of the government li.\edoii this ques- 
timi. Rosebury took a leiidini; part in 
the moetiiiL; and the fact that ho has so 
oftoii [ilayod the part of forerunner to 
tiladatoue leads to tho supposition that 
this mo .'ting foreshadows a new feature of 
the liberal policy.

Tho Govcrnniimi is creeling on Ju- 
diciary .sipiare, in Wasliington, a largo 
structure f<jr the c.xclusivi! u.io of the 
Pension Ollice, for whicli Congress has 
already appropriated $440,000. It is 
four Iiundrcd feet long and two hun- 
dred feet wide, the heiirhi beinc three 
stories, with a vast central sivy-light 
rising a full .story above tho roof of the 
third ,story and lighting tho court. The 
roof of the enclosed court is supported 
by two rows of enormous columns. 
This court, with its triple colonnade on 
all sides, promises to be the best archi- 
tectural feature of the building, which, 
from the exterior suixgcsts a temporary 
exhibition building, by tlie clieapness 
of its material and decorations. Tho 
entire structure is of brick, and the 
cornices and frieze are of torra-ootta. 
Between the first and second stories a 
yellow band, or frieze, throe feet in 
height is carried entindy round tho 
building, and on this are represented 
scenes (rotn military and n:ival life — 
infantry, artillery and oav:dry on the 
march, wounded men, sailors in boats, 
etc. This much at least can be said in 
praise of the figures, that they are not 
the stereotyped soldiers and sailors of 
the picture books, but .s(!em to have 
been designed by soiiu) one who iia.s 
soon actual warfare. 'J'liey are too 
small, however, to be eU'ective. Tlie 
building is not yet far advanced, but 
one or two things are clear; it will have 
the beauty of u>efulncss, which is lack- 
ing in so many of oiir public structures, 
and it will lie a ^viile (hijiarturo from 
the cla.ssical idtia.s lliat lo:ig dominated 
our goveniuieiu architects. For the 
purpo.se of providing a nunil)er of well 
lighted an<l w<dl veiitilateil ollice room.s 
tho plan seems to bo an execUent one.

One sees plenty of women smoking 
in tho streets of Pnuamn — not womeu 
of tho higher classes, but uogrossoa and 
Colombians of tho lower social grades. 
It is a very common si^ht hero to wit- 
ness a woman busy at her washing, or 
hanging somothingon her head along 
the streets, or nursing an infant ut ah 
open door way, or cooking tho evening 
meal; also, at tho doorway, or swing- 
ing in a hammock, and at tho s.imo 
time and in the midst of all these varied 
domestic occupations over puU-pnlY- 
pullius', drawing a cii/arrrVto (eigurotte),

Pipes aro rare 
things in Panauui, and those who 
smoke them are almost invariably 
foreigners, mostly English sailors, 
American ditto, and some German who 
has strayed away from tho vatorland 
and lost himself in these wilds of tlio 
tropics. 1 brought out from New York 
a pipe, but fool ashamed to bo soon 
using it, so it rests undisturbed in my 
trunk. Good oi^ara am not so vnpy 
much cheaper hero than in Boston or 
New York. You must pay from 12 to 
20 cents (silver) for a really good Ha- 
vana ci^ar in Panama, though fair ones 
can beliad for 6 cents upward by the 
box.

An Arsument For . Cremation. 

No argument worthy of the nnmo, or 
that could bo immediately refuted, has' 
yot been adduced against cremation. 
We havo been told that tho systoin is 
and must remain costly, aud that it 
will oH'or a premium to a sclentilic 
poisoner. It has been conclusively de- 
monstrated that a body can be cremat- 
ed for tho moderate sum of 10 shillings 
and that an absolutely infallible safe- 
guard against poisoning with impunity 
and without detection caa bo taken. 
There remain tho objoctions to crema- 
tion on soatimental or theological 
grounds. The first aro completely dis- 
posed of if cremation is made optional 
and not compulsory. Tho second aro 
contained in the lirst. If a man when 
Lo is alive has no religious compunc- 
tions on the subject of reducing hig 
body to ashes in a certain number of 
minutes by tho agency of tire, .nnd thus 
anticipating tho process of nature, no 
person else has a right to protest 
against it 

In tue epitaph which Charles Reade 
has written for himself, the following 
solemn and pathetic words occur, "I 
hope for a resurrection, not from any 
power in nature, but from tho will of 
the Lord God Omnipotent, who mad^ 
nature and me. Ho created man out 
of nothing, which nature could not. 
He can restore man from the dust, 
whicli nature cannot." If ihft supremo 
miracle of the resurrection of the dead 
is worked at all, as, according to tho 
creeds of the church, we are bound to 
believe it is, it must be immaterial 
whether the body decays in tho earth 
or is consumed in the names. To take 
exception to cremation from religious 
reasons is a materialistic superstition. 
—Edmund Yates in Lmdon World. 



A Hot Place. 



One of the hottest regions of tho 

earth is along tho Persian Gulf, where 
little or no rain falls. At Babrin tho 
arid shore has no fresh water, yet a 
comparatively numerous population 
contrives to live there, thanks to tho 
copious springs which burst forlli from 
tho bottom of tho sea. Tho fresh water 
is got by diving. Tho diver sitting in 
his boat, winds a great goatskin bag 
around his loft arm, tho hand grasping 
ii3 mouth; then he takes in hi.'j hand a 
heavy stone, to which is attached a 
strong line, and thus ecjuipped, ho 
ho plunges in and quickly roaches tho 
bottom.

Tho stono is then 
hauled up, and tho diver, after taking 
breath, plunges in again. The source 
of these copious submarine springs is 
thought to be in the great hills of Os- 
nian, aomo 600 or 600 miles away. —
